With the Editors 
In Florida 

(Editorial Correspondence) 

Members of the National Editorlnl 
I Association spent March 17 in Polk. 

! From breakfast time at Pierce, where 
they detratned from their trip from 
Manatee county, until they reached 
Lakeland at night they were “on the 
go- — very much so. They saw much 
of Polk county’s beautiful orange 
grove and lake section: saw some of 
Its great phosphate Industry: ate of 
Its unbeatable citrus fruits; if its 
lake fish, its fresh vegetables; gatn 
ered flowers from the shrubs and 
blooms from the citrus trees; saw 
acres of all sorts of fine groves; fine 
homes, winter hotels, golf links; 
heard the story of Polk) county and 
south Florida anil Its great Industries 
and wonderful future told In plain 
words that glowed with optimism. 

There was variety indeed in this 
trip. For instance, the visitors ate 
what was probably their first meal 
in a warehouse. That was at Pierce, 
whore thev were guests of the Ameri- 
can Agricultural Chemical Co., which 
has mines here, and makes shipments 
to Weymouth. It was a great meal 
for opening up an active day, and the 
big warehouse was a Jolly place. 
They saw' seme of the great phosphate 
workings, then set out for various 
points of interest in the. Polk count* 
region. They made the trip through 
the famous citrus belt to Lake Wales, 
where/ luncheon was served. Pn the 
trip back a pause was made for sup- 
per at the huge $150,000 new packing 
house at Lucerne Park, where they 
were addressed by Dr. J. H. Ross, 
president, of the Florida Exchange, 
and others. They were shown 
through this, the most modern and 
complete packing house in all of the 
citrus exchange's fine group 6f big 
packing houses, and manifested much 
interest. 

The visitors were astonished at the 
magnitude of the citrus fruit Industry 
in this county and the scope of the 
recent development, both in individ- 
ual efforts, such as the Templetown 
project of more than 1600 acres in one 
hotly east of Lake Wales, and the 
thousands upon thousand^ acres of 
young groves, which go to make miles 
of new and old citrus plantings in the 
ridge and elsewhere. 

Thursday the editors enjoyed auto- 
mobile rides about Lakeland, and at 
1.30 P. M. entrained for Orlando. 

In the words of the Orlando Sen- 
tinel, "Never in Its history was the 
hospitality of Orlando more strikingly 
emphasized than yesterday afternoon 
at 4'clock 1 when 400 members of the 
National Editorial Association, in 
their tour of Florida, invaded the city. 
Long before the hour for the arrival 
of the editors’ special, awaiting auto- 
mobiles to rush them off In a sight- 
seeing tour of the city blocked West 
Church street to the railroad. 

“At the hour of 7 the hundreds of 
cars furnished for the visitors wound 
up the long itinerary at the Orlando 
Country Club, where a sumptuous 
banquet, prepared for more than a 
thousand guests, was served, while 
Orlando’s Royal Scotch Highlanders 
band, ensconced on the spacious 
porch of t ho club, rendered lively airs. 
The banquet hall and tne broad ver 
audits of the club blazed in festive 
attire, a profusion of ferns and flow- 
ers erftating a beautiful background 
through which echoed a riot of gaiety 
to meld with the music and warm 
the heart of each of the hundreds oi 
diners that had gathered about the 
long tables that stretched the length 
of the club. 

Following the address of welcome 
bv Mayor Eugene G. Duckworth, a 
i number of the visiting editors told ot 
•heir Impressions of Florida and s.poke 
of the warm welcome tiiat they found 
r waiting them in this city. Irving 
Baehtller, the author, was one of the 
speakers of the evening, his droll 
humor keeping the great gathering 
in a constant uproar. As master of 
ceremonies lion. J. M. Cheney added 
spice and wit to the remarks of all. 
Jmlge Cheney is a friend of F. N. 
II3:iti!3 of East Weymouth. 

S uts sufficient to accommodate all 
the guests were arranged for th L 
banquet at the Country Club following 
the itinerary of the afternoon. The 
executive committee and the board of 
directors of the Orlando Chamber of 
Commerce had charge of all the ar- 
rangements, including the decora- 
tions, which were beautiful and pro- 
fuse. At each plate a variety of 
{ souvenirs for the guo-ts to carry hack 
with them as mementos of their stay 
in the City Heautifu! were placed.

A BEAUTIFUL WEYMOUTH 

V. The American Rose 

To those of ub fortunate enough to 
have vlsltod the recent rose show In 
Boston and attend its lectures, the 
rose needs no preliminary eulogy to 
arouse Interest and Insure attention 
as they surely carried away mem- 
ories which they will cherish foi 
many a day. \ 

To all others I will reiterate the 
expressed purpose of the Boston Rost 
Show and -American Rose Society ns 
told by Hcfrnoe MacFlarland, edltcu 
of the American Rose Annunl etc. 
The rose Is the universal ’ flower 
grown the world over from the earli- 
est times. It is the favorite cut- 
flower and favorite garden flower in 
the United States. It comprises all 
the cheerful colors: white, red, pink, 
,bl«e and yellow, in varying shades. 
•It never becomes monotonous or 
thesome. If you "Say it with flow- 
ers", the rose says the moBt. It is 
not difficult to grow, but responds 
well to good treatment. Surely there 
is no flower that holds a warmer 
place in the hearts of rich and poor 
alike. 

It may be safely said there are 
more failures in rose growing from 
not having the soil rich enough than 
from any other cause. They succeed 
well In any but extremely heavy or 
very sandy soil and some of them 
will do well even on these types or 
soil. Thorough drainage ’and a plenti 
ful supply of organic matter, with a 
reasonably constant supply of water 
during tlte growing season, are essen- 
tial. A good garden soil, the deeper 
the better, is suitable for roses. 

Rotted cow manure i3 the best 
fertilizer. Any other well rotted 
manure or good compost will 
serve the» purpose. Either Spring oi 
Fall planting may be done in this 
section. 

Hybrid Tea roses are especially 
adapted for cut-flower roses in tills 
section and, when properly treated, 
bioom from spring until cold weather. 
The best of these are Dark Red: 
Etoille Do France, Meteor Bright 
Red: Hugh Dickson; Pink Helen 
Gould, La France; Caroline Testout, 
Rose, shaded with Salmon; Prince de 
Eulgarie; Carmine: Radiance; yel- 
low: Sunburst, Gloire Lyonnaise; 
white: Kaiserin Augusta Victoria, 
Killarney. 

Hybrid Perpetuals require less care 
and attention than other classes, but 
often have but onev or two, crops ot 
flowers in a season. These are very 
hardy. 

Plan how you can use roses to au 
vantage on your place. As a low 
border one to two feet high. • as a 
hedge to any desired height, as a 
shrub in your border, as a screen for 
your old fences, as a ground cover 
for terrace slopes or rockeries, os a 
vine for your veranda, as an arbor 
for your garden gate, there’s a hun- 
dred uses and a rose for every use. 
Roses alone, could make Weymouth 
Beautiful.

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WHALE OIL 
TO ELECTRICITY 

Reminiscences of an Fast 
Weymouth Man 

Editor Gazette-Transcript : 

Tb one past three-score and ten, 
looking beck SB years there seems no 
greater transformation than that of 
the lighting of our homes. 

How well I recall the picture of my 
father sitting in his big “roundabout 
aim chair with his newspaper in one 
hand and in the other a small tii 
lamp. This lamp had two tin tubes 
rather smaller thar. a pencil, with nai 
rew silts in their sides for "picking 
up” the wlckrs which were of cotton, 
something like that used by plumber* 
for packing. Within the lamp was 
whole or cast oil, the latter less of- 
fensive in smell and smoke\ a differ- 
ence only of degree. 

In our village, now part of Metro- 
politan Boston, very few, except the 
foreign born, used candles, whlcm 
were of tallow, with wax at Christ- 
mas. 

In the stores and public buildings 
were hanging lamps ted with “Cam- 
phene", a Bmoky, vile-smelling stuff, 
fouling the chimneys about as soon 
a* ligntevl, probably a product of tur- 
pentine. 

Then for household use came 
"fluid, or burning fluid”, its fullness 
a great improvement on whole and 
lard oils. Tho lamps used were of 
glass. The burner had two tapered 
tubes of pewter side by side; tho 
holes at tho top about the siza of 
those in a salt shaker, each with a' 
bfiass cup attached to a short elwin 
tc cover the tubes when not In use 
The “fluid” was as clear as water and 
as volatile and inflammable as alcohol, 
just tho opposite of lard oil and by 
many considered too dangerous to 
■ use. One could rub the linger across 
the wick of an unlighted lamp and 
carry Co it the flame from one in use. 
It took a half minute to light the lard 
cil burner, against a second’s time 
with the “fluid.” 

Then came "rosin oil”, but not into 
general use, as I remember going wiu. 
two other boys to a neighboring vil 
lage for a supply. Perhaps It might 
have become soy but the advent ol 
kerosene oil soon followed and al- 
most at once came into general use. 
It sold at first for $1.50 a gallon, buf 
a gallon lasted a long time. Whether 
that was owing to its lusting quality 
01 to the small flame that satisfied 
then is a question. Probably the 
ttansition period between lard and 
kerosene oils was not more than five 
years. Whether or not the use 01 
lard oil affected the whaling fisheries, 
the introduction of kerosene practical- 
ly destroyed it. Various other illum- 
inants have come and gone, but for 
many years in our cities, where gas 
was in use, kerosene reigned supreme. 
Its first real rival was electricity. 

The first electric lights we ever 
saw were at Nantasket beach while 
listening to the band concerts at 
Hotel Nantasket. It was a private 
plant, a horizontal engine in the base- 
ment si^pplying the power. Often the 
lights would go but for a second or 
two owing to the slipping of tho beu 

They were about as attractive as 
the band concerts for a while. But 
those in use today are far ahead of 
them. It seems hardly possible tha. 
they In their turn will go into the 
discard, but who knows? This is a 
world of changes. 

Writing of light reminds one of Its 
running mate, always Its match and 
often ahead of it — the friction maten. 
There were friction matches In those 
_ days, • such as they were, made in 
cards of 20, like the teeth of a comb, 
and easily broken oft. They were 
first dipped In sulphur for a quarter 
Inch; then the extreme Ups were 
touched with phosphorus, a very in- 
flainable substance which made them 
“self-lighting”, that is by scratching. 
Before the phosphorus was used, 
matches could only be lighted from 
another flame. 

Sulphur matches kindled slowly, 
and until the sulphur was burned 
away, must be held at a distance 
The smoker who lighted up in a hurry 
v.as nearly suffocated by the sulpha, 
fumes. 

Before the scratch matches many 
people made “tapers” which were 
simply ribbonlike slips of paper rolled 
closely and tapering to a point. These 
were 5 to 6 inches long and of various 
colors. Placed in a vase or jar they 
were considered quite oranmental; 
smelled better and cost little or noth' 
mg. They had their day just as did 
the flint und steel of former years. 

That was a slow and tedious w’ay 
of getting a flame. One had to have 
a piece of flint and a piece of steel 
and an iron tinder box. Stricking the 
lknt witl^ the steel threw a spark into 
the tinder box and set fire to the 
tinder, a partly burned linen rag. 

People would send to a neighbor 
for "some lire”, using a “pine knot” 
for that purpose and also for lighting. 
Those knots were full of re«in for 
rosin) and a knotty piece of pine 
would burn some time. Abraham 
Lincoln used to study by thoir ligm. 

Now when we stop to consider that 
the same sweeping changes have 
been made, as to the food we eat and 
1 lie clothes we wear, we really shoulu 
he ashamed to kick when forced to 
do without for a time one or two of 
the hundreds of conveniences they 
never knew or dreamed of.

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COLLEGE DRIVE 


All Parishes Organising: Pastor and 
Fleck Join Te Raisa 
Collage Fund 

.The Boston College fund campaign 
committee has reported that the or- 
ganization of 262 parish teams In the 
archdiocese of Boston ia neartng com- 
pletion, that 100,000 subscription 
cards will soon lie ready for the 
campaign workers In the five coun- 
ties of the archdiocese and that more 
than 80 per cent of the pastors of the 
250 churches, already interviewed, 
have volunteered their organization 
•ervices. 

A number of societies in the arch- 
diocese have volunteered the support 
of tlielr organization to the Boston 
College campaign committee, each to 
function as separate until during the 
Intensive period of the campaign, that 
begins on Tuesday, May 3, and closes 
on Thursday, May 12. 

The scheme of oragnizatlon as car- 
ried out by the committee in charge 
of tho campaign covers a field of 
operation embracing the entire arch- 
diocese of Boston. This territory has 
been divided into three great sub- 
divisions, ench division in charge of a 
division chairman. The first division 
comprises Suffolk County; division 
two, part of Middlesex and Essex 
counties, while the third division in- 
cludes the greater part of Middlesex 
county with Norfolk and Plymouth 
counties. 

Each parish in the archdiocese will 
be organized as a separate unit 
through the co-operation and effort of 
the parish pastor, who assumes the di- 
rectorship in many instances and acts 
in an advisory capacity to the lay 
chairman. The diocese has been div- 
ided into geographical units. For con- 
venience and efficiency, each unit has 
been centered in the parish. 

Cardinal O’Connell, the honorary 
chairman of the campaign, will lend 
his every assistance to the campaign 
workers in their efforts to raise the 
two million dollar building fund for 
Boston College. He will be assisted 
by a numerous group of prominent 
men and women of the archdiocese. 
Jas. J. Phelan, tho Boston banker, is 
the active chairman of the committee 
and is in complete. charge of the cam- 
paign. Mrs. Edwin A. Shuman, first 
president of the Phllomatheia Club, 
Is the chairman of the women’s divi- 
sion of the campaign. 

The first division will have 69 
teams; the second division, 102 
teams; the third division 91 teams. 
The number of members composing 
each team will vary with the popula- 
tion of the respective districts. These 
teams are to be in addition to the 
executive committee, the finance and 
the women’s committee. 

The reports from the field workers 
Indicates that 80 per cent of the 
parishes will have local organizations 
for the intensive period of the cam- 
paign, May 3 to May 12. St. Colman’s 
parish of Brockton b,as the distinction 
nf being the first parish to be organ- 
ized. Through the effortB of the pas- 
tor, the Rev. William J. Fennessy, P. 
P., the following parish committee 
was organized: William N. Clifford, 
chairman; Daniel McCarthy, J. Roger 
Doherty, Timothy Hayes, Joseph P. 
Weldon, William Hallissey, Jr., Miss 
Elizabeth McCarthy, Miss Mae Aber- 
crombie, Miss Mary Jordan, Mrs. J. 
Roger Doherty, Mrs. James McCarthy 
and Miss Mary Blunt.

Colman’s church came that of Our

WIRE FOR FENCING POULTRY 


Two-inch Mesh la Most Commonly 
Used and Can Be Purchased 
at Moderate Price. 


(Prepared hy the United States Depart* 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Wire netting, two-inch mesh, is com- 
monly used for fencing poultry yards 
nnd onn lie bought nt n moderate price. 
Where several runs are adjoining, 
three-fourths of an inch or one-inch 
mesh wire should he used at the bot- 
tom to n height of two to two and one- 
half feet to keep the males from light- 
ing one another. 

The height of the fences should he 
regulnted by the variety of fowls. The 
heaviest breeds, like the Rralunns, may 
be restrained by a four-foot fence, and

Height of Fence. 

most of the other breeds c9n he kept 
In by a six-foot fence. Hamhurgs and 
Leghorns muy be kept in the yards by 
clipping tire flight feathers on one 
wing. Gates should be provided in 
order to permit access from one yard 
to the next* 

If convenient, it is well to have dou- 
ble yurds, for then one muy rotate 
green crops. The yurds may be sown 
to onts, wheat, or rye, and while the 
fowls are using one yard the green 
feed in the other can be getting a 
fresh start. 

When the yards are to be on only 
one side of the house, they should be 
on the south side in order thut the 
fowls may have the lieneflt of the first 
dry' ground in early spring. It not in- 
frequently happens that in localities 
where snow is abundant the ground 
on the south side is dry many days 
before timt on the north side.. 

If Hie yards are to be in permanent 
soil and are to furnish green feed for 
the fowls, 70 to 80 square feet should 
be allowed for each bird, poultry spe- 
cialists in the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture say. If jmrt of 
the green feed is to be otherwise pro- 
vided for, and the yards used mainly 
for exercise grounds, 35 to 40 square 
feet i>er bird will be sufficient. 

Shade of some kind should he pro- 
vided, and this can often be ad- 
vantageously furnished by plunttpg 
fruit trees (such us pears, plums, cher- 
ries, und apples) In the yard.

GRIT SUPPLY IS ESSENTIAL 


Material Takes Place of Teeth in Pre- 
paring Fowl's Food for Fur. 
ther Digestion. 


Grit is essential to the health of 
fowls and to economy in feeding. Grit 
takes the place of teeth in preparing 
the feed for further digestion and is 
required for the proper preparation 
of feed in the gizzurd. When the feed 
Is not properly tukeu cure of iu this 
organ, un undue strain is thrown on 
the fowl’s system, often resulting iu 
disease and also ullowiug much of the 
UUtrimcnt to puss through the bird's 
body without beiug ubsorbed. In 
every pen or yurd u box of grit should 
be kept. Recent investigators have 
asserted thut grit Is u part of the 
necessary feed of a llock, giving the 
fowls strong bones and a bright plum- 
age. 

Ordinarily, the hen does not con- 
sume enough lime to form the shells 
of eggs, if she is laying ubuuduutly, 
unless Hometiling besides the ordiuury 
grain feeds is accessible to her. Oy- 
ster shells are very good for this pur- 
pose. A box of crushed shells may be 
placed before the fowls, allowing them 
to eat at will. Old mortar and fine 
gravel are also useful in supplying 
iline, say poultry specialists of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

Charcoal readily absorbs gases, im- 
purities, and acids, and thus ucis as a 
corrective when the stomach is sour 
and digestion has been impaired.

We stood on the forward dock of 
the sirlo as she dipped southward, 
through the placid waters of the Adri- 
atic, at 20 knots an hour.

a result of their lust for dominion 
over the restless lands which He be- 
yond those mountains? Austria cov- 
eted Serbia— and the empire of the 
Hapshurg Is in fragments now. Rus- 
sia, seeing her Influence In the penin- 
sula Imperiled, hastened to the sup- 
port of her fellow Slavs — hut Russia 
has gone down In red ruin, and the 
RomnnofTs lire dead, Germany, seek- 
ing a gateway to the warm water, and 
a highway to the Hast, solze.d on the 
excuse thus offered to launch her wait- 
ing armies— and the empire reared by 
the Hohenzollerns Is bankrupt and 
broken. Turkey fought to retain her 
hold on such Europenn territory as 
still remained under the crescent ban- 
ner. Today a postmortem is about to 
be held on the Turkish empire and the 
house of Osmau. 

Four groat empires, 
four ancient dynasties, lie burled over 
there In the Bnlkans. It Is something 
more than a range of mountains at 
which we are looking; It Is the wall of 1 
a cemetery."

CHECK ON TRICKY “COPPERS” 

Simple Contrivance Prevents Fraud 
on the Part of Applicants for 
Coveted Positions. 

In Philadelphia the position of traf- 
fic policeman Is open only to men 
who nre six feet or more in height. 
Such positions nre so much sought 
after that many applicants who fall 
short of the required height by only 
a small fraction of an Inch nre tempt- 
ed to cheat a little bit by rising on 
tlielr heels. 

An Ingenious application of elec- 
tricity Is now used to circumvent this 
trick, and any attempt to register a 
• fraudulent measure Is disclosed at 
•once. Thp applicant, ns he stands up- 
on the platform under the slide rule, 
sets Ills feet upon two metal plates 
that nre normally a trifle above the 
platform. They are Just large enough 
to be covered by n man’s heels, and 
when the candidate stands with his 
his heels on the floor the plates are 
so depressed that they make a con- 
tact and form a circuit that lights a 
lamp overhead. As long as the man 
stands with both heels on the ground 
the lamp stays lighted, but the mo- 
ment he raises either heel the smallest 
part of an Inch the contact Is broken 
and the lamp goes out. So does he. 


Russian Painters Thriving. 

“Art,” so far as the production of 
pictures Is concerned, Is said to have 
had a great boom in bolshevlst Rus- 
sia owing to the fact that the govern- 
ment pays a liberal amount for all 
works approved by official experts. 

The whole domain of art has been 
placed under the control of a council 
of seven members, four of whom are ' 
apostles of futurism. Artists’ earn- 
ings have been Increased through a 
rule established by the council un- 
der which all pictures that pass the 
judges are to he paid for at the uni- 
form rate of 7,000 rubles each. 

Whether the artist bus devoted 
months of assiduous labor to a pic- 
ture or whether It Is a daub which 
has taken a few hours to paint, the 
recompense Is the same. With such 
encouragement the number of artists 
lu Russia is lncreuslug rapidly. 

Town Sells for $10,000. 

The entire town of Monetn, Wyo„ 
has been sold for $10,000. The pur- 
chaser. John Goodman, received title 
from A. Hanson, who founded Moneta 
twenty yeurs ugo, to the following: 
One townsite of forty lots, one eight- 
een-room hotel, one five-room cottuge, 
ohe threo-riMim cottage, two two-room 
cottages, one large livery barn, one 
railroad eating house and a miscel- 
laneous assortment of outbuildings. 
No person other than Goodman owns 
a single thing In Moneta, but the Chi- 
cago und Northwestern owns the right 
of way on which the town site fronts 
nnd a small depot building on this 
right of way.— Christian Science Moni- 
tor. 

Biggest Opal in the World. 

Proclaimed as the largest uncut 
precious stone in the world, an enor- 
mous. absolutely flawless black opal, 
recently discovered In this country. Is 
uow In the office of a government offi- 
cial In Washington. The gem con- 
tains approximately 21 cubic Inches, 
and weighs 2.572,332 carats. It Is val- 
ued at $250,000 by the owners The 
famous Viennese opal, which was 
without an equal until the American 
specimen waa fouud, weighs 1,058,027 
carats, but has a nautber of flaws.

Carrote With Lemon Butter.— -Cook 
tender young carrots cut In shoestrings 
with very little water. When cooked udd 
butter and a little lemon juice, with a 
gruting of nutmeg. 

Seasoned Mueh.— Cook a ham bone 
In water until the meat falls; remove 
the meat, chop and reserve It to add 
later.

fense in case of war. One of the ( 
most attractive features of the field i 
Is that Navy seaplanes will also be ) 
able to utilize it as an airdrome by ] 
reason of its proximity to the Wey- t 
mouth Back river and Hingham Bay. ] 

The field comprises G5 acres; it ] 
is two mile3 north of East Weymouth j 
proper and is bounded on the west i 
and north by the Weymouth ‘‘back j 
river”, which empties into Hingham ! 
Bay immediately below. Its frontage t 
on the North Weymouth-Hinghain J 
road, where the electric car line runs, i 
is 1050 yards, thus affording ample ] 
room for the fast pursuit planes to ' 
land and take-off safely. 

It will be necessary tor the Govern- J 
ment to acquire certain beach rights i 
in order that runways may be con- ] 
structed for the seaplanes.

It has long been apparent that New . i 
England Is offering little to the act ] 
vancement of aeronautics, despite the ! 
fact that many of her son 3 enlisted ' 
In the air forces during the war. This 
has been due primarily to the lack 
of fields and also to the natural char- 
acteristics of the country. In the 
West sweeping plains offer innumer- 
able landing places. In New’ Eng- 
land, if isn’t a wood, it is a plowed 
field bounded by a stctoewrll that 
greets the aviator who is obliged 
lo make a forced descent because 
of engine trouble. Naturally the.ie 
conditions have not been conductive 1 
to flying, but with the establishment 
of a first-class airdrome, nature’s ob- 
stacles will be largely offset. 

The possibilities that sueh a field 
would differ are immeasureablc.

SUCCESS IN RAISING GEESE 


Fowl* Subsist Largely on Grass Dur- 
ing Growing Season, and Require 
Little Attention. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Practically all. the geese In this 
country are raised In small flocks on 
general farms, and few. If any, farms 
are devoted entirely to raising geese. 
Geese can he raised successfully In 
small numbers and at a profit on 
fnrms where there Is plenty of grass 
or pasture land with a natural supply 
of water. The birds, both young and 
old. are very hardy and are rnrely af- 
fected by any disease or Insect pests, 
yrass mnkes up the bulk of the feed 
for geese, and It Is doubtful wheth- 
er It pays to raise them unless good 
grass range Is available. Geese are 
the closest known grazers, and both 
the mature geese and the partially 
grown goslings will get their entire 
living from a good pasture so long as 
the grass remains green. 

A body of water where they can swim 
is considered essential during the 
breeding season, and Is desirable dur- 
ing the rest of the year. If there Is 
no natural pond, an artificial one or 
tanks may be supplied to advantage. 
The mnrket for geese Is not so gen- 
eral as for chickens; this fact should 
be considered, poultry specialists In 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture say. In undertaking to raise 
geese. The deinnnd and the price paid 
for geese nro usually good In sections 
where geese fattening is conducted on 
a large scale. 

Geese are fed a ration to produce 
eggs during the latter part of the win- 
ter (about February 1, In the north- 
eastern section of this country) or so 
tiny the goslings will be hatched by 
the time there is good grass pasture. 
They are allowed to make nests on 
the floor of the house, or large boxes, 
barrels, or shelters are provided for 
that purpose. 

Goslings hatched under hens should 
be examined for head lice, and a little 
grease — lard or vaseline — applied with 
the fingers on the head and neck. 
Some breeders who hatch with both 
geese and hens give all the goslings to 
the geese, which make the best moth-

ers. A few breeders prefer t» breed 
the goslings artificially, keeping them 
from one to three weeks In the house 
at night In a covered bushel basket. 

To keep a record of their age and 
breeding the web of the feet of the 
newly hutched goslings should be 
punched. liens with goslings may 
be confined to the coop and the gos- 
lings allowed to range. In mild 
weather tlie hens are ullowed to brood 
the goslings from seven to ten days, 
wtien the lutter are uble to take care 
of themselves. It is very necessary 
to keep the young goslings dry, so they 
are usually kept confined in the 
morning until the dew is dried off, and 
they should not he allowed to get Into 
wuter until partly feathered. This oc- 
curs when they are from two to four 
weeks old, depending on the weather 
and their range. Goslings caught and 
apparently drowned in a cold rain muy 
sometimes be revived by drying In flan- 
nel near u Are. 

Good-sized growing coops with 
board floors should be provided for the 
goslings, which must be protected 
from their enemies. When on range, 
the young bird needs some attention, 
as they may get lost or cuught in 
post holes and odd corners. Young 
goslings, If confined, should be given 
grass yurds and the coops removed 
frequently to fresh grass. It Is bet- 
ter to keep the growing goslings sepa- 
rate from the old stock. Shade should 
be provided In hot weather. If very 
young goslings ure allowed to run with 
large anliuuls, they are apt to be In- 
jured or killed.

WOODPECKER HOUSES. 

Houses for woodpeckers must be 
made with deep cavities like the hol- 
lowed tree-trunks nnd branches In 
which they nest. The little downy 
woodpecker requires a cavity extend- 
ing about 8 Inches below the doorway, 
measuring about 4 Inches square on 
the bottom, nnd a doorway 1% Inches 
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other species of woodpeckers. 

Fig. 3 shows the framework of the 
house In Fig. 1. First, prepare top nnd 
bottom pleeo A by pattern In F!g. 0. 

Tbe curved front of the house Is In- 
closed In tin. I used the sides of five 
tomnto enns, Inpplng the edge of each 
strip % Inch over the edge of the pre-| 
ceding strip. Tnek the tin to strips*

null It to top piece A with equal pro- 
jections at the sides, nnd a renr pro-t 
Jeetlon to cover bnck board E. Pre- 
part* back board E by the pattern In 
Fig. (1, and hinge It to the rear edge of 1 
roof piece D with n pair of hinges. 

Fig. 7 shows a detail of the 
perches. Sticks F nnd I are %-lnchi 




In dlnmeter. The hulry woodpeck- 
er’s house should have a cavity ex- 
tending 12 to 15 Inches below tbe 
doorway, measuring 0 Indies square 
on tbe bottom, and a doorwny 1% 
Inches In diameter. The red-head 
woodpecker requires the same size cav- 
ity us the hairy woodpecker, but un 
entrance 2 Inches In diameter. The 
flicker’s house should have u cnvlty 
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extending between 10 and 18 Inches be- 
low the doorway, and a doorway 2%

FLOWER BOXE8 FOR MOTHER. 

Nothing would please mother better 
at this time of tbe year, I know, than 
several homemade boxes for her win- 
dow or porch garden. 

The flower box shown In Fig. 1 
breaks away from the straight lines 
of the grocery-box type, and is of a 
pleasing design for a window-sill, or 
for a porch balustrade. Tbe most 
particular portion of the construction 
Is the preparation of the ends (A, Fig. 
2). in laying out one of these pieces, 
first draw a center-line across tbe 
board It Is to be cut out of, then each 
aide of this line measure off the dis- 
tances given, and connect the points 
with straight lines. Be careful to get 
both sldeB of the center alike, also 
both end pieces alike. Tbe box sides 
(B, Fig. 2) should be cut seven Inches 
wide by whatever length you want to 
have tbe box. Mark off upon the end 
pieces tbe positions for tbe sides, lo- 
cating them as shown in Fig. 2‘, then 
nail with flnishing-nalls. The bottom 
board (C, Fig. 2) fits between tbe 
sides, and muBt have its edgeB planed 


dowel sticks. Cut blocks U and H of 
the dimensions given In Fig. 8. Bore 
n hole In bottom piece A to receive 
stick F, nnd null through G Into A. 

The house In Fig. 2 Is shown In 
cross-section In Fig. 0, with all parts 
lettered In a manner corresponding to' 
that used on the patterns In Fig. 10.' 
Front nnd back boards A may be made 
of %-lnch stuff, sides B, roof boards' 
C, floor D, nnd blocks F nnd G, should! 
be cut out of %-lnch stuff. Cut the 
nmln pnrts before starting to assem- 
ble. First, nail the four sides togeth- 
er, then add the roof. Roof boards O’ 
must be mitered, or one piece lapped, 
over the edge of the other, at tbe ridge. 
Cover the Joint with a strip of tin.! 
Fasten floor D between the sides with! 
screws, so It may be removed for 
house cleaning. The knob, made up 
of spools H and the block G, Is held by! 
nail I driven through the center Into' 
base D. 

There are six brackets F to support! 
boards E (Fig. 0). Fig. 2 shows the* 
locations. Miter qhelf boards B at the* 
corners.

or sawed off on a bevel of the same { 
pitch as that of tha box aides. Nall 
through the aides into the bottom 
board. 

After yot%bave built the box, set 
the nail-heads and putty ail nail holea 
and Joints. Tbe modern way of fin- 
ishing boxes la with a green or brown 
plain, but If you have oil paint at 
hand, a couple of coats of green, 
brown or white wUl do. 

Tbe crate form of bos l» Wff * i* ! 
similar to tbe crates in general use 
for shipping vegetables In. If you can 
get one of these It will serve the pur- 
pose excellently. To make one you 
will need fourteen long strips, and 
fourteen abort strips, three-quarters 
of an inch square and of the proper 
lengths to prod ooe the width and 
length of box the* you want ban

FARM LETTER 

By Edward Lukeman 
There is something at this season 
of the year that puts fire into the 
heart of every live gardner. 

When trees put forth their leaves 
and then the blossoms crowd out the 
buds and when the earth sprtods Its 
new carpet of green and all the world 
strikes out anew to accomplish its 
aims, a big dream comes to stimulate 
our - efforts — In dream of the garden 
that Is to be. We feel the thrill that 
comes to every living creature at the 
warmth of a new season. 

To a good gardener it does not mat- 
ter that there must be weeks, nnd in j 
some cases months, between the sew- 
ing of today and the harvesting of 
by and by, waiting has come to be a 
part of his nature and each year he 
makes up his mind to have a little 
better garden than the year before, 
and continue in this way until he 
reaches the bud of life's Journey. 

Before you commence your garden 
this year you ought to have planned 
in your mind exactly what you lnten,. 
to tlo. where certain crops are to he 
planted etc., and rotate tho crops as 
every crop takes certain properties 
from the soil and unless the entire 
crop is returned to the soil, in time 
will come depletion. 

It Is well to remember that when 
the creator had completed his plans | 
for the maintenance of mankind he 
l;?pt tinder his control three indis 
pensable forces in food production viz: 
Air, Rain and Sunshine, hut the con- 
trol of tho soil he left with man and 
this being the case we must treat the 
soil right. You must remember what 
the scripture says, you must not 
starve the soil; if you tlo. in time the 
soil will starve the people and this 
is just as true today as it was when 
the world was in the making. Billy 
Sunday, the noted evangelist, states 
that the Bible contains a lot of valu- 
able farming information and It is so. 
as nearly all the gospels relate to 
farming or to the fishermen. If you 
did what I requested last year, to 
keep a couple of pigs and provided 
them with plenty of bedding you now 
have a good sized pile of manure and 
tis should be spread evenly on the 
land and spaded in. Don’t wait for 
someone's convenience to plow a small 
garden as it will probably be some 
time before they get around to it and 
you can do It readiy yourself unless 
it should happen to be new land, then 
nothing else can be done. But one 
thing or the other, either plow ot 
spade it. 

I always suggest each spring to 
p.lant a good strawberry bed. as well 
as an asparagus bed and about one 
dozen hills of rhubarb. Now, I am 
afraid all of you have not done this 
but you surely ought to, as a good 
garden is one of the Joys of life and 
no garden, however good, is complete 
without the above. 

If you can spare the room it would 
be well to plant about one dozen cur- 
rant bushes and tne same of black 
berries and one-half dozen grape vines 
and I would also plant a good bed of 
Ever Bearing strawberries. If you 
plant them now and keep the blossoms 
picked off until about July 15 and b> 
this I do not mean to go over them 
dally looking for the blossoms; once 
a week will do. Set the plants in the 
following manner: / Make three rows, 
have the rows one foot apart in the 
rows, then skip three feet which is 
for a walfci and make three more rows, 
sume as the others and continue in 
this way until you have completed the 
planting; 200 plants will be all the 
average family* will require. Keep 
the runners cut off and if you have 
the ground very rich will havd straw- I 
berries from August until killed by 
hard frost. Progressive is about the 
best of the everbearers and shouiu 
you plant the everbearers and follow 
the instructions I have given, you will 
bt delighted with the result. 

If you haven’t room for any stann 
aid apple trees, plant a few dwart 
trees; about the fourth year they wifi 
commence to bear and keep right on. 
You will have to pune them every 
year or they won’t remain dwarf, ot . 
course. If you already have sorm. 
good qpple trees don’t neglect them i 
and this is the time to get busy with 
the sprayer. 

Have you ordered any pigs yet? 1 
Now is the time to do so of you ! 
haven’t alreudy done so, and if you ! 
contemplate keeping two. why don’t 1 
you buy registered stock instead oi j 
scrubs. Keeping scrubs of uny kind 1 
is a poor investment. If you doubt 1 
it buy a registered Berkshire and u I 
scrub, place them in a pen side by 1 
side and feed them the very same. ] 
Then about Christmas time note the 
difference. I am positive It will be the 
last scrub you will ever keep. 

PAY OF. FIREMEN REDUCED

tlielr pay $12 per year salary and 75 
cents per hour for services at fires

mits Lhe following: Ablngton. Hoi- 
brook. Braintree. Rockland and Whit- 
man pay their call men $25 ;>e year 
salary and $1 per hour at fires. Hull 
and Stoughton pay $100 per year and 
$1 for house fires and 50 centB per 
hour for forest fires. The towns of 
Canton and Hingham pay similar to 
Weymouth.

BIG IMPORTANCE 

They Are One of Most Excellent 
Forms of Guarding Against 
All Kinds of Accidents. 

METHOD OF CURBING ENSINE 


Emergency or Hand Brake Primarily 

Is to Hold Car When Standing and 
Secondarily to Use if Other 
Brake Givee Way. 

By H. CLIFFORD BROKAW, 
Technical Director West Side Y. M. C. A. 

Automobile Schools, New York City. 

Better have good brakes on your 
car than nn engine, if you have to 
choose between the two, for the 
brakes are the best form of accident 
Insurance you can have. This indi- 
cates the relative Importance of the 
two car features. You might have 
the highest type of engine with un- 
limited power under the hood, hut If 
you haven’t also some means of curb- 
ing your high stepper and tethering It 
at will you ore In for It. “Whoa” 
won't stop It either. You might bet- 
ter be driving an untamed broncho of 
the plains. The engine will get you 
there, It Is true, but if there be no 
means of stopping you may go too 
eternally far. 

The car has two sets of brakes — 
emphasizing the Importance — and oc- 
casionally a cor has more. The emer- 
gency or hand brake consists of a 
brake hand operating within a drum 
on each rear wheel, connected by rods 
and levers to the hand lever, which 
has a ratchet and pnwl so that It may 
be locked In position. This brake 
primarily Is to hold the ear when 
standing and secondarily to use In 
running If the other brake gives way 
or for alternating on long hills. 

Operation of Foot Brake. 

The foot brake, called running or 
service brake. Is operated by a pedal, 
with a spring to release It when pres- 
sure on the pedal Is removed, and Is 
connected by other rods and levers to 
brake bands operating on the outside 
of the rear wheel drums, or occasion- 
ally upon a separate drum on the pro- 
peller shaft. The latter gives greater 
breaking power, because of the renr 
axle gearing leverage hack of the 
brake, and the second drum helps pre- 
vent overheating on long hills. But 
this type brake does put a severe 
strain on the renr axle gears. 

Both brakes should he kept In such 
condition that either will stop the car 
quickly. Do not let one set remain 
out of order Just because you know 
the other Is all right. The other 
might go had Just when needed. 

Brake hands are. lined with non- 
hurnlng friction material, usually an 
asbestos fabric, fastened to the steel 
hands by c »pper rivets, the heads of 
which are counter sunk deep Into the 
lining, to keep the heuds from con- 
tact with the drum. If the lining Is 
allowed to wear thin the copper rivet 
heads score the drum Into shallow 
grooves, lessening the braking power. 
Such must he turned true on a lathe 
If they are to he worth much for 
brakiug purposes. i 

Renew Brake Lining. 

Equally Important Is the renewal of 
the brake lining before It Is worn thin 
enough to expose the rivets to friction. 
Better have this done at the service 
station. It is a particular and tedious 
Job. It Is possible, however, to get the 
right size linings and proper rivets at 
almost any supply house. Remove the 
brake bands, punch out the old rivets, 
noticing bow they were put lu. and go 
to It. Remember that the rivet beads 
must be countersunk deep Into the 
lining and every rivet set up tight. It 
requires patience but can be done by 
the novice. 

The brake lining is one place where 
lubrication Is not desirable, but every 
other place on the brake and linkage 
where there is motion should be lubri- 
cated regularly according to the man- 
ufacturer's lubrication chart, and be 
cleaued likewise. There la consider- 
able wear to the clevises and pins; 
they may be renewed for a few cents 
and should not be allowed to wear to 
tbe danger point; besides; worn link- 
age rattles.

In Case of Sudden Stop Towed Ma- 
chine Runs Into Rear End of 
Pilot and Both Vehicles Art 
Unnecessarily Injured. 

Invariably when nn automobile has 
broken down In the streets or on the 
road, tlie owner of u small garage will 
send the lirst available enr, equipped 
with a piece of rope or tire chain that 
he may have on hnnd, to the scene 
of the breakdown to tow In the dere- 
lict. The driver of the towing-car has 
frequently un exciting time, especially 
when It Is necessary for him to drag 
the broken-down car through city 
streets with much truffle. When he Is 
compelled to make a sudden stop the 
towed car will often run into the rear 
end of the pilot and both curs are 
damaged. 

All this can be avoided If the owner 
of the garage Is provided with a 
rigid tow-bar for dragging the dlsubled 
vehicle through the streets. A rigid 
bar Is by fnr the best means, as It 
keeps the two cars at a fixed distance 
from each other, ltegardless of the 
conditions of the brakes of the dis- 
abled car. It will come to a stop when 
the towing-car stops. 

In the accompanying illustration a 
tow-bnr Is shown which can be made 
from a six-foot section of one-inch 
wrought-lron pipe, two short pieces of 
chain, two bolts, and two tlre-clialn 
snaps. The pipe is flattened at each

end, and chains and snaps are at- 
tached by bolts through drilled holes 
In the flattened ends. If no iron pipe 
is available, a correspondingly heavier 
wooden bar may be used to the ends 
of which the chains and harness hooks 
are attached. — O. A. Luers in Popular 
Science Monthly.

TEST ESOS AT LEAST TWICE 


Make Inspection on Seventh and Four- 
teenth Days for Theta Infertile 
or With Dead Qertna. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture) 

It ta of little profit for a hen to alt 
patiently for 21 days If the eggs over 
which she fluffs her feathers are In- 
fertile or If the germs In them have 
died. Neither does It pay to run an 
Incubator for three weeks, with Its at- 
tendant care and expense, If the eggs 
In It are not fertile. 

All poultry owners who raise chicks 
should be thoroughly familiar with the 
method of testing egga. An egg, 
whether It is fertile or not, has a small 
grayish spot, known as the germinal 
spot, on the surface of the yolk. As 
soon ns a fertile egg Is placed under 
a hen or In an Incubator the develop- 
ment of the germ begins. All eggs 
should be tested at least twice during 
the lncubntlon period, sny poultry spe- 
cialists of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. This Is done 
preferably on the seventh and four- 
teenth days.

those with dead germs, should then 
be removed. White-shell eggs can be 
tested on the fourth or fifth day, 
whereas the development of eggs hav- 
ing brown shells often can not be seen 
by the use of the ordinary egg tester 
until the seventh day. 

A satisfactory home-made egg tester 
or candler cun be made with a shoe 
box or any other box large enough to 
hold the lamp. Cut a hole a. Uttlft 
larger than a 25-cent piece in the side 
of the box, so that when the lamp is 
placed Inside the box the hole in the 
side will be opposite the flame. Make 
a hole also in the top of the box large 
enough to prevent the top frdm catch- 
ing fire from the beat of the lamp. 
When the chimney is long enough, al- 
low It to extend through the top of 
the box. This permits the heat to es- 
cape and avoids the risk of fire. Spe- 
cial care should always be exercised 
in using kerosene lamps In candling 
to prevent fire. To prevent further 
possibility of fire, a wooden box may 
be used In pluce of a pasteboard one, 
and, if desired, the opening through 
which the chimney extends may be 
lined with tin or asbestos. 

Electric or gas lamps may be used 
In a box with a hole In the same way 
that the kerosene lamp is used. The 
hole which is in the side of the box 
should be on the same level as the 
light. The eggs may ulso be tested by 
sunlight or daylight, using a shade or 
curtain with a hole In it for the light 
to shine through. 

Testing with a tester or candler 
should be done in a dark room. Hold 
each egg with the large end up, so that 
the size of the air cell muy be seen, 
as well as the condition of the embryo 
or germ. An Infertile egg when can- 
died looks perfectly cleur, the same 
as a fresh one; while a fertile egg 
shows a dark spot known as the em- 
bryo, with a runss of little blood veins 
radiating in all directions. When the 
germ Is dead, and the egg has been 
Incubated for at least 48 hours, the 
blood settles away from the embryo 
toward the edges of the yolk, forming 
in some cuses an Irregular circle of 
blood, known as a blood ring. Eggs 
vary in this respect, some showing 
•uly a streak of blood. 

All Infertile eggs, and those with 
dead germs, should be removed at the 
end of the first test. Eggs with dead 
germs soon decay and give off a bad 
odor if allowed to remain. The Infer- 
tile eggs make good feed for young 
chickens. 

At the second test, on the fourteenth 
day, the eggs containing strong, living 
embryos will be dark and well filled 
up, showing a clear, sharp, distinct 
line between the air cell and the grow- 
ing embryo, while eggs with dead 
germs will show only partial develop 
ment and lack this clear, distinct out- 
line. 

The period of incubation for ben’s 
eggs is 21 days, but usually some of 
the eggs batch the evening of the twen- 
tieth day. Sometimes it happens, how- 
ever,' that the hatch will run over the 
twenty-first day, especially during cool 
weather.

FARM LETTER 

POULTRY FOR SMALL PLACE 

By Edward Lukeman 

Ever since I have been writing this 
column, 1 lvavo advised keeping poul- 
try, and I do so now, and this is 
the season to lesson the co3t of keep- 
ing a good flock. Grow more of what 
is needed to keep the flock. Buying 
everything they consume takes off 
the profits and that Is what discour- 
ages so many, so that they go out of 
the business. 

Commence this spring to lower the 
cost. Grow more cabbage and 
mangels, plant more corn and pota- 
toes. Make the poultry house a kittle 
warmer if possible, and lastly, grow 
more of the crop of human kindness. 
It is worth more than all the others 
put together. 

And then try and improve tho stock. 
Why keep scrubs or mongrels any- 
way? 1't won't cost a great deal more 
to start with the pure Ixreds, if you 
buy the eggs in the beginning and 
r'aiso your own stock. Besides you 
will take a lot more pride in caring 
for them,- and you will obtain much 
better results. This Is what everyone 
who keeps poultry should strive for. 

Now about hogs. With the price of 
meat constantly soaring tt remains 
for every family who has the room to 
keep one or two pigs. What I Ugve 
i written in regard to good stock ap- 
plies to hegs, as well as poultry. 
You can purchase two small Berk- 
shires about as cheap as you can 
■ two scrubs. If you wish to experl- 
i ment a litte, buy one Berkshire and 
one scrub and let your children care 
for the Berkshire and you look out 
for the scrub. About Thanksgiving 
or Christmas time you will he con- 
verted over to the pure breds. 

If you have a little vacant land, so 
as to give the pigs a good run and 
also grow Essex tape potatoes and 
mangels, you can cut the feed bill 
ir. half and the' pigs will be all tho 
Latter for it. If you want to grow 
com it is one of the best rations pos- 
sible when fed In a moderate amount. 

But with corn as well as with any 
hearty food, you must see that the- 
pigs get plenty of exercise. Far too 
often bad results are attributed to 
corn, when as a matter of tact the 
trouble Is in the lack of exercise. 

Keep a liberal suppty of eharectal 
before the pigs at all times. Better 
make it yourself than trust to what 
you get in the stores, as some of this 
is not safe to use. Many growers 
give one teaspoonful of baking soda 
weekly to each pig. It greatly aids 
digestion. 

Always provide a good dry bed for 
your pigs and never let it be said that 
yours are kept in a cold wet place. 
This Is what creates the Impression 
that a pig is a dirty antmul. When- 
ever you see one that is dirty you 
can rest (assured tt is on account of 
the conditions that surround him. 
Given half a chance, he will bathe 
fiequently and prove that be is one 
ot the very cleanliest. 

They are intelligent and make great 
pets. Mine will follow me like a dog. 
While they don't wear a wrist watch, 
>ou can't fool them when it is time 
for their rations. If you try, >ou will 
do so to your own disadvantage. Reg- 
ularity has a value as- a pork making 
factor. Haste makes waste in pork- 
making. Better go slowly and surely. 

The hog that cleans up the trough 
and liekis his chops ror more. Is al- 
ways the hog that Is doing well. 
When you see feed left in the trough, 
make up vour mind something is 
wrong, find out what it Is, and remedy 
it quickly. Thia is imperative if you 
wish to keep the pigs in a 'healthy 
condition. 

Clean, dry sleeping quarters, plenty 
of exercise and all the fresh a|r and 
sunshine possible, mingled with kind- 
ness and good cheer, all go to make 
a growing and contented pig. E. L.

DUCK RAISING IS PROFITABLE 

Pskins Are Most Popular Breed for 
Production of Meat and Runners 
for Eggs. 

(Prepared by the United States Derail- 
ment of Agriculture) 

Although ducks do not appear to 
he as well adapted ns chickens as a 
source of Income to average farm 
conditions, yet ninny farmers are find- 
ing duck raising profitable ns a side 
Issue to their other farm operations. 
The demand for table ducks In the 
cities seems to be on the Increase. 

The period of incubation for ducks’ 
eggs Is 28 days, except for the Mus- 
covy duck, which Is 33 to 3Ti days. 
The eggs may he hatched either nat- 
urally by hetis or ducks or artificial- 
ly In Incubators. Strong, fertile eggs 
are a prime essential to good hatch- 
ing and are obtained only from stock 
properly mnted and kept under the 
best possible conditions to secure 
health and vigor. Eggs from overfat 
breeding stock do not ustinlly produce 
n large percentage of strong duck- 
lings. Pekin and Indian Runner 
ducks rarely sit ; consequently, If nat- 
ural methods of Incubation are to be 
used the eggs are usually hntched 
under hens. Duck eggs should be 
washed If dirty, for It does not ap- 
pear to Injure their hatching quali- 
ties. 

Before setting a lion dust her thor- 
oughly with insect powder. In ap- 
plying this powder hold the hen by 
the feet, with her head hanging down, 
and work It thoroughly Into the feath- 
ers, giving special attention around 
the vent and under the wings. Sit- 
ting hens should be fed whole or 
cracked grains, such ns corn or wheat. 
Place !) to J1 ducks’ eggs under a hen, 
depending on her size and the sea- 
son of the year, using the smaller 
number of eggs in cold weather and 
the larger number In worm weather. 
Confine the hens at hatching time 
nnd do not disturb them until they 
become restless, when It may be best 
to remove the ducklings that hatched 
first. 

Hens must be well cored for In 
hatching ducks’ eggs, as the period of 
Incubation Is a week longer than that 
of hens’ eggs. It usually takes duck-

lings from *4 to 48 hours to hatch 
after they pick the shells; therefore 
It Is advisable to allow the hen to 
get off the nest for feed and water 
when the first ducklings pick the 
shell nnd then confine her to the nest 
until the hatching Is over. Ducks’ 
eggs need more moisture than hens’ 
eggs at hatching time, ns it takes the 
ducks much longer to get out of the 
shell. Poultry specialists in the Uni- 
ted States Department of Agriculture 
advise, therefore, that the eggs should 
be sprinkled liberally with warm wa- 
ter previous to hatching. 

All duck eggs should be tested at 
lenst twice during incubation, prefer- 
ably on the seventh and fourteenth 
days, and the Infertile eggs nnd those 
with dead germs removed. Dead 
germs In duck eggs decompose very 
rapidly nnd are often detected by their 
odor nnd should be removed from the 
Incubator. 

Duck eggs having pure white shells 
can he tested as early as the fourth 
or fifth day nnd the infertile eggs 
sold to tinkers for use in the kitchen. 

Ducks are much easier to brood ar- 
tificially than chickens, but they may 
also be raised under hens success- 
fully. If raised by the latter method. 
It Is advisable to confine the hens 
and allow the ducklings free range, 
as the hens ure apt to wander too 
far away with their broods. Duck- 
lings which are to he sold an green 
ducks are not usually aflowed much 
range, but are fed heavily and forced 
for rapid growth. The ducklings 
which are to he kept for breeding 
should have the web of their feet 
punched, using a different number 
of punch marks for each year so that 
their age cun be readily determined. 

SELECT EGGS FOR SETTING 

Avoid Those That Are Abnormally 
Small and Poorly Shaped — 
Stick to One Color. 

Eggs that are abnormally small Hnd 
poorly shaped should not t*a uesd for 
Incubation ; neither should eggs that 
have thin or very porous shells, say 
specialists of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. If possible, 
eggs should he set when fresh, and It 
Is never advisable to use for hatch- 
ing eggs that are more than two weeks 
old. One of Uie quickest ways to ob- 
tain uniformity In the of f spring is 
to select uniformly good-sized eggs 
of the same color.

Graves Sacrep ^Jlf 

Only the slow chisel of time can 
carve the truth of history. That which 
we debate hotly und surround with 
words and eagerness and doubts and 
disappointments fudes and Is forgot- 
ten. Some simple fact, seldom upon 
our tongues and too obvious to be dis- 
cussed. is left standing against the 
horizon. 

The beginning of some such revalua- 
tion made Itself felt on Memorial day 
last year. In the commemoration of 
the day here and abroad there was a 
silent power thut all who participated 
could not but feel. Tears were nearer 
the surface than any one suspected, 
memories more poignant. The very 
thought of our dead lying In the soil of 
France, their graves covered with flow- 
ers hy the hands of French women 
and French children, the bugles of 
their French comrades blowing over 
them, stirs the deeps of reverence and 
loyalty. 

A scene In France, In one of the 
largest cemeteries In which American 
soldiers are buried, Is thus beautifully 
described : , 

•sene Most Picturesque. 

Beyond the wall masses of purple 
lilacs spread against the low red roofs 
of the houses. In the distance a few 
Isay clouds. In sky of blue, hung about 
the old cathedral spires. Bird calls 
and scent of flowers filled the air. At 
our feet low mounds and white 
crosses. Above our heads, at half must, 
the Stars and Stripes. 

Monsieur Gounelle. In black cassock, 
spoks in French and explained to his 
people the meaulng of Memorial day. 
One felt, instinctively, their sympathy 
and love. 

Then we laid on every grave a spray 
of flowers and breathed a prayer for 
the absent ones. Kaeh girl felt per- 
sonally responsible for each mound In 
the row she decorated. How clear the 
names on those crosses stood out even 
though a year had passed ! 

The French officers laid a wreath at 
the foot of the flag pole and one of 
them spoke with tenderness of the he- 
roes who had gone on. Already there 
bung upon the pole lovely wreaths 
from the Ville de Chateauroux. from 
the French mothers association, and 
other local organisations. 

The chaplain from the post at Mon- 
tierchauiue addressed us. and then 
three volleys rang oat upon the air. 
the missives winging their way over 


the white crosses and silencing for a 
moment the song of the birds. A young 
marine faced the flag, saluted, and 
placed a bugle to his lips. Upon the 
warm clear air of that May day there 
floated down the sweet and plaintive 
notes of "Taps." And — It was finished.

On the contrary, we must humble 
hM ourselves before the memory of those 
HE myriads of brave young men who In 
all the wars of our history have glad- 
H ly offered tlielr lives that the life of 
the nation might be preserved and 
PI strengthened. 

*** Memorial day la a holiday— a holy 
, day — that grows. It begun among the 

survivors of the Civil war and was 

E at first only an occasion for them 
to remember affectionately their lost 
comrades and to mark their graves 
with flowers. But the beautiful prac- 
tice spread quickly to the people. 
State after state made the day a holi- 
day. The day has become one of the 
fixed points In the changing year. We 



take our place next year, and In all 
tAe years to come. There will be flow- 
ers upon these graves this year. 

Gradually the cemetery became de- 
serted except for a few who lingered. 
A group of marines stood about the 
grave of a comrade very dear. Its 
marker was of stone and bore these 
words : “A true soldier beloved of his 
comrades." At one side a lad stood 
weeping and tpld us that his brother 
fell beyond the German lines. 

Madame Gounelle, Georges and his 
mother came and talked with us. Love 
and sympathy shone In their faces as 
they told us of the honor that was 
theirs In caring for these graves. I 
thought of Georges’ letter and his offer 
of the friendship of "a little French- 
man.” Deep In our hearts there will 
live forever a memory of this "little 
Frenchman."

But no one thinks 
that Memorial day Is to be abandoned 
or neglected. It has within It the 
vital principle; It has become Indis- 
pensable. Its significance will broad- 
en with the years. It will come to be 
a truly national holiday, and not, as 
It was at first, a memorial to the sol- 
diers of the North alone. We shall 
never forget the soldiers In whose 
honor It was Instituted; but In our 
thoughts we shall join with them 
the men who In other wars and In 
other lands fought and, fighting, fell 
for the land they loved and the cuuse 
they held dear. If we believe In our 
country and the mission It has to dis- 
charge In the world. Memorial day 
should be, next to Christmas and 
Easter, the holiest day of the year.— 
Youth's Companion.

YOUNGSTERS IN UNION RANKS 

■ / 

There Were Many Under Twenty-Two 
Years, But the War Waa Not 
Fought by Boys. 

The ages of soldiers In the Civil war 
has been a matter of long discussion 
and many dls- 

t agreements. Soon 
after the breaking 
out of the World 
war a man who 
was presumably i 
familiar with rec- 
ords of the Wajr 
department said : 

“The conscrip- 
tion of goutb or 
boys fn their early teens Into tho 
armies put the breath of life Into the 
etory that the American Otvll war was 
fought by boys. There has been a 
great deal of fiction written and 
apoken about the extreme youth of 
the soldiers of the North In the Civil 
war. There were Instances of mere 
boys fighting In the ranks, but these 
Instances were exceptional and wore 
so far apart tbat they attracted con- 
siderable attention even at that time. 


In last year’s memorials to tlu» dead 
of the late World war, It Is Interest- 
Ing to note that New York paid trib- 
ute to Its heroes of another war. Ou 
the fifty-eighth anniversary of the Civ- 
il war battle of Antletutn, Friday, Sep- 
tember 17, a little hnml of veterans of 
.the New York state troops who par- 
ticipated In the historic fight gathered 
on the battle field In Maryland at the 
dedication of the monument to their 
fallen comrades — and to themselves. 
Gen. Nelson A. Miles, U. S. A., of 
Washington, who commanded New 
(York troops In the battle, made tha 
dedication speech, recalling heroic In- 
cidents of the engagement. 


Lesson to Be Remembered, 

We honor the memory of our soldier 
dead, but a deeper lesson should be 
held In mind — that it Is a sacred obli- 
gation to tho living to preserve that 
for which they made the supreme sac- 
rifice. We may well, In these days 
of strife and unrest, rededicute our- 
selves to preserving and continuing 
the work they so worthily begun, re- 
membering that It Is an honor to rest 
under the Stars and Stripes either In 
life or death. 

Dead af Three Ware Remembered. 

Those who gave their lives In three 
wars are now to be remembered. The 
day hallows the memory of those who 
died that our nation might remain a 
union of states; of those who rescued 
Cuba from the tyranny of Spain and 
the cruelty of a Weyler, and of the 
number who fell that the double- 
headed eagle of Prussian autocracy 
abould not aieuaca the American bird 
of freedom. 




Typical Infantryman. 

The records do not bear out the atate- 
ment tbat the Civil war was fought 
hy boys. The statement Is popular 
because It Is picturesque and has so 
often been repeated. A men who en- 
listed at twenty years of age did not 
at that time consider himself a boy. 
He considered himself a a much if not 
more of a man than any fellow of 
thirty-five or forty." 


Monument to New York Troope in 
Battle of Antietam. 

The New York Evening Post de- 
scribes the memorial : “In design the 
monument Is u shaft of the Roman dor- 
ic order, surmounted by un eagle, and 
supported on a pedestal occupying the 
center of a platform, which measures 
twenty-six feet square. The platform 
has a low parapet and Is approached 
at the center of the four sides by stepH. 
Including the eagle, It Is built of flue 
cut white Concord granite. Four 
bronze tablets, each measuring 0 feet 
5% Inches by 4 feet 10 inches, appeur 
on the die. The coat-of-urms of the 
state of New York is shown over the 
dedicatory Inscription. 

“Another of the tablets gives New 
York's command at Antietum. The 
third plate contuins a brief resume of 
New York's purt in the battle, with 
the names of Its corps, division and 
brigade commanders In the battle. 
The names of New York’s officers 
killed or mortally wounded In the bat- 
tle are inscribed ou the fourth tablet."

TO EXPECT AND TO THINK. 

D O NOT use the word "expect" ln 
the sense of suppose, believe or 
think. For exnmple, the use of the 
word “expert" In the following sen- 
tence Is Incorrect: "I expert that your 
lessons lire done." The verb "ex- 
pect" means "to look forward to as 
'probable or certain; to await, to feel 
assured of something before it occurs; 
to anticipate;" as, "I expect to go to 
church next Sunday, If the weather Is 
fine." Usually we use "expect" when 
we look forward to an event with In- 
terest or desire. "One shotlld not say, 
‘I expeet It Is,’ still less, ‘I expect it 
was.’ We cannot expect the present 
or the pust," sn.vs one authority.

Aims of the American Chamber 
of Commerce for the Levant 
Are Set Forth. 


TO OPEN UP IMMENSE FIELD 


Constantinople Destined to Become 

the “Chicago of Europe," Days New 

President of Organisation— Oppor- 
tunity far American Capital. 

New York. — Constantinople Is des- 
tined to become the "Chicago of 
Europe," according to an Interview 
authorised by Mr. Luclen Irving 
Thomas, s director of the Standard 
Oil company of New York, which com- 
pany has extensive Interests through- 
out Asia and the Balkan states. 

Mr. Thomns lately returned from 
• visit to Europe. "I learned, while 
In London, that I had been elected 
president of the American chamber of 
commerce for the Levant," said kr. 
Thomas. "I refer to the newly-organ- 
ised American section of the chamber, 
now maintaining headquarters In New 
York. It will co-operate with the long- 
established chamber of the same name 
which has its seat In Constantinople. 

“The organisation of this chamber 
,1s s tljnely movement to promote re- 
ciprocal trade relations between Amer- 
ica .and that great area— extending 
from Egypt to Russia, and from Per- 
sia to Italy — of which Constantinople 
la the center. 

Gateway to Vast Empires. 

“Very few people appreciate that 
Europe and Asia meet at the feet of 
Constantinople," continued Mr. Thom- 
as. "The chain of waters, the Dar- 
danelles, the Sen of Marmora and the 
Bosphorus, made available for free 
commerce, open the gateway to vast 
empires of populous and fertile terri- 
tories beyond. When we realize that 
Russia, a country considerably more 
than twice as Jarge as the United 
States, has few seaports that are not 
Ice-bound for the greater port of the 
year, except those situated on the 
Black sea, we may imagine what 
enormous traffic will flow through Con- 
stantinople when Russia, with a hun- 
dred million of her people nenrby, 
gets into her commercial stride.” 

“Then consider Roumanla, now with 
twice lier former area — a country of 
great natural resources, with a pres- 
ent population of 15,000,000. Bulgaria 
too, noted for a sturdy and Industri- 
ous population, has her commercial 
outlet on the Black sea. And even 
on the farther side of the Black sea 
Is a group of states which eventually 
must occupy an Important place in 
over-seus trade. 

"Jugo-Slavln, now vast In area by 
comparison with Old Serhlo, with 
substantial nutural resources and a 
population of over 14,000,000 has, of 
course, one trade outlet via the Adri- 
atic. nnd another via the Danube to 
the Black sea. Without any doubt the 
Danube is soon to play a much more 
Important part In the trade of the 
Balkan states than It has ever done 
in the past. 

Has Nstural Wealth. 

"Both Jugoslavia nnd Greater 
Greece will hold a more Important 
position than now In the Levantine 
trade of the future. Egypt is growing 
into a land of commercial significance. 
While certain territories have been 
detached from Turkey since the war, 
there remains much fertile aud valu- 
able land. Turkey Is rich In minerals 
of all kinds. 

“The war and Its aftermath npset 
exchange throughout the Near East, 
and this has made commercial trans- 
actions ditficult for the present. But 
the natural wealth is there; and a 
population for the most part Industri- 
ous. Trade must surely grow. 

“A high official of an International 
bank, one who Is recognized as having 
unusually broad and accurate knowl- 
edge of Ottoman financial matters, 
stated to me at Constantinople that 
In Turkey fully 65.000,000 In gold la 
hoarded by the people In ‘stocking-leg 
banks,' aud not deposited at all with 
the public hankers. In this connec- 
tion it should be remembered that the 
oriental mind Is accustomed to think, 
financially, In terms of ‘hard money,' 
and that prior to the European war 
only gold and stiver were in circula- 
tion. to any extent. In Turkey. There 
Is evidence that great private wealth 
exists there today, in gold, silver and 
Jewels, not to mention other valuables, 
and this wealth will come into the 
current market as trade returns to 
normal. 

“The Levant offers a splendid op- 
portunity for the investment of Amer- 
ican capital. In a wide range of en- 
terprises. One of the greut opening* 
of the present is for the conBtructiuA 
of dwellings, warehouses, harbor im- 
provements, and so forth. Constanti- 
nople alone has lost 25,000 to SOjDOO 
houses by fire since the war bagan. 
and affords s magnificent opportunity 
for housebuilding activity. I know 
for a fart that the Turkish aisthorities 
would . welcome anyone comlBg there 
for the purpose and that they would 
even be glad to offer concessions. Tho 
prevailing spirit Is progressive. Mod- 
ern industrial equipment, too, Is now 
sought where formerly it was 
shunned. I recall that a long time 
ago. prior to the coming Into power 
of the Young Turk party, a business 
cablegram was Intercepted by the 
Turkish authorities because It con- 
tained an offer to import some elec- 
tric dynamos capable of ‘1,500 revolu- 


tions per minute.’ Hie wily advise) 
of Abdul Hamid Is said to have thrown 
up his hands at the suggestion and 
remarked with some heat that Turkey 
'had enough revolution! on her hands 
at the moment without encouraging 
these new-fsngled trouble-raisers.' 

Opportunities Are Great. 

“Constantinople now has an Inade- 
quate system to provide substantial 
harbor craft for use In the waters 
around Constantinople. People living 
on the other side of the Bosphorus 
lack sufficient facilities for commuting 
to Constantinople. 

"The development of roadways on 
the European side of the Bosphorus 
Is another matter for business enter- 
prise. If the Bosphorus Is not the most 
beautiful body of wnter In the world, 

I should like to know where It Is to 
be found. A proper driveway along 
the shores of the Bosphorus would 
rather tax the memory of a world-trav- 
eler to recall anything more charm- 
ing. 

“Opportunltes for housebuilding and 
other forms of construction are open 
In the other cities of the Levant as 
well as In Constantinople. There Is 
widespread need for railroad construc- 
tion and rehabilitation; while at the 
seaports modern docks nnd wharves 
and up-to-date freight nandllng equip- 
ment n,ust be provided. 

“The Levant should become a grow- 
ing market for American machinery 
and manufactures of all kinds. Im- 
portations from the Levant must he 
stimulated, too, In orSer to improve 
the exchange and credit eltuatlon so 
that the Near East Can buy more from 
America. Tobacco, licorice, valonln. 
attar of roses, raisins, currants, dates, 
fig", goatskins, hides, furs, olive oil 
long-sTaple cotton, rugs, carpels, and 
oriental objets d'art are among the 
Imports coming Into the United States 
from the Levant. It will be the alin 
of the American chamber of commerce 
fof the Levant to help establish trade 
connections hf tween responsible mer- 
chants on either Side of the ocean, 
nnd to furnish all possible Informa- 
tion nnd assistance to those engaging 
In trade in this field."

Cap- 
tain J. F. Lucey of the Lucey Manu- 
facturing company; treasurer, Donald 
Frothlngham of the American Express 
company; secretary and managing di- 
rector, Dr. E. E. Pratt. 

Temporary office* have been estab- 
lished at 200 West Fifty-sixth street. 
New York city, but ft Is expected that 
after May 15 the chamber will be lo- 
cated In the down-town district of 
New York.

A BEAUTIFUL WEYMOUTH 
VI — Planting your Shrubs 

The rule Hint "If a thing is worth 
doing, it Is worth doing well'' applies 
I particularly to the planting of nursery 
| stock. For it is a waste of time anil 
money, and an injustice to the grow- 
ers of the stock, if you do not prepare 
your soil and plants properly and set 
them out with care and foresight. 

It is better to grow a single fine 
plant, and put all our care and atten- 
tion to tills one, than lc plant more 
than we oan care for, anti have a 
i group of mediocrities and ne’er-do- 
wells. I would not place much stock 
ir. a man who boasts of having planted 
one hundred trees "this morning." 
They may all be dead In a week. 
Care for them as a living thing and 
you will have no trouble. 

The shipment should bo unpacked 
end checkied as soon as it arrives. 
Then they should be placed in a trench 
dug in the ground, or "healed in ’ 
They may be arranged conveniently 
and tipped at an angle, then covered 
with loose dirt firmly packed about 
the roots. 

If -die adr Is dry or there is a strong 
wind blowing it is well to wait for 
a moist cool spell before starting to 
plant. When the sun ts hot, or erry 
winds are blowing, care must be taken 
not to expose the roots for over a few 
minutes. 

The plants may be taken from the 
trench as needed when ready to plant. 
First examine the plant. No matter 
how carefully a tree or ihru'b Is taken 
up soma «xrt« are always bruised o. 
broken and these should always be 
cut off clean, to good sound wood, 
with a sharp knife or pruning shears. 
At the best, one-half to two-thirds of 
the roots are sacrificed at the nursery, 
eo that top-pruning is just as impor- 
tant as root-pruning to Insure a nal- 
anced condition of the plant and the 
start and growth during the first year. 

Pruning severely throws the first 
year’s growth into the root system, 
and it Is the roots more than the tops 
which indicate the health and age of 
a plant. Never be deceived by believ- 
ing that a plant grows first oil top. 

The size of the hole will depend on 
the size of the plant, but always make 
i the hole larger titan the plant requires, 

. so as not to cramp the roots or bunch 
I thorn together. They should be al- 
lowed to take Aatural positions. 
Loosen out tilie roots and see if tlte 
hole is the right size anti depth before 
planting. It should bo the same 
depth as it was in the nursery row. 
A square hole is better titan a round 
one ris it lets the roots work' into the 
surrounding ground and does not al- 
low them to become matted together 
like a plant In a pot. The best sorl 
should be placed on one side, the poor- 
er on the other. Make the hole as 
wide at the bottom as at the top, and 
deeper at the sides than in the center 
to (allow the water to drain away 
from the roots. 

In shrubs always put the best soil 
in the bottom around the roots. After 
the roots are covered with altout three 
inches of sorl, shake the plant to 
settle the soil about the roots. Then 
fill up the hole to about three inches 
of the top and souk down with water 
When partly dry (ill to the top wmi 
soil and settle firmly with the feet. 
It is well to stalls trees or tall trees 
or shrubs with a stout pole. After 
planting, it is well to mulch the sur- 
face with half rotted manure to con- 
serve moisture, keep the soil warm 
and mellow and prevent cracking as 
well as serving as a fertilizer. 

All plants need ctareful attention (lie 
first season. Keep Uto soil moist. 
Cultivate frequently and keep the 
earth loose. When once eutablisiied 
they require very little care except an 
occasional watering during drouth, 
and ordinary pruning. 

Before completing your planting 
Cask don’t forget to remove all label* 
as the wire will worki into the wood 
and choke the tree or branch on which 
It is fastened. It pays to care ror 
plants, and the owner is amply repaid 
for every bit of loving care and atten- 
tion he bestows by the bettor quality 
increased quantity, and beauty of 
bloom, foliage und fruit.
